great work and-little—glory)—but how 
could the power be applied without 
your little gear wheel? Maybe it will 
only be a daily kind word, an unvary- 
ing’ respectful “or cordial greeting to 
those sensitive to neglect. How often 
do we hear it said of very:worthy-peo- 
ple, ‘“‘They never speak to me when 
we meet on the street and I used to go 
to school with them,”

With sails set and brassy 
stanchions polished to the similitude of 
gold, they hover a lifetime chained to 
a dock and decay of their own useless- 
ness at last, like keels that are. mud 
slugged.

Congress Water. 

How many people know fhat out by 
the Greenough statue of Washington, 
east of the capitol, is a vast and cav- 
ernous reservoir?

BOOT AND SLIPPER. 


MINUTE DIRECTIONS FOR CROCHET- 
ING TWO USEFUL ARTICLES, 


An Easy and Quick Way to Make a Wee 
Boot For the Baby—A Dainty Slipper In 
Ribbed Crochet For a Lady. : 


The material for a baby’s crocheted boot 
to/be made after ‘‘the modern Priscil- 
la’s” plan, as here unfolded, is an ounce 
of white Germantown wool. Use a me- 
dium sized crochet hook. These boots 
are made in afghan stitch and in a very 
easy and quick way. Make a chain of 
20 stitches, and work on this foundation 


22 rows of plain afghan stitch. Twenty- |. 


third row—Raise 11 loops, finish off as 
usual until you come to the last two 
stitches, which finish together. Twenty- 
fourth row—Raise 10 loops; draw wool 


through first’ two “loops, finish rest as | 


nsual. Proceed in this manner until 
thirtieth row, which will have only two 
oops to raise, From the thirty-first to 
thirty-ninth row raise in each row one 
loop more until you have 11 loops. For- 
tieth row—A single crochet in each loop 
of last row and in each loop of twenty- 
second row. Sew the 11 stitches from 


the first row together. 

To complete the boot, work ar und the» 
top.and down the front as follo ws: First 
row—Wool over the hook, raise a loop 
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BABY'S CROCHETED BOOT, __ 
from a stitch on the boot very loosely, 
draw wool through all loops on hook, 
two chain. Repeat this in each stitch, 
Second, row—Like, first row, but miss 
the two chain and work in the short cro- 
chet stitches only. Finish with a cord 
and tassel and pompon, 

The slipper for lady, according to the 
authority quoted, is worked in ribbed 
crochet with red: zephyr worsted. ‘The 
crochet sole is lined with a piece of card- 
board covered with flannel. The edge‘of 
the sole in the back and the upper edge 


of the front are finished with crochet’

Meeting of County Commissioners. 


At the Selectmen's office yeseerday 
morning County. Commissioners E, Bb, 
Bishop of Haverhill, John M. Danforth 
of Lynnfield, Samuel D. Smith of Marble- 
h gave a hearing relative to wid- 
ening and otherwise improving Sut- 
ton Street, at a point beginning at or near 
the Sutton Mill and running a short dis- 
tance east and west. . : 

Engineer Hale of Lawrence, _, plans, 
of the proposed re-location of Sutton and 
Main Streets, explained the nature and 
situation of the locality, after which 
Chairman Bishop called upon the pet ition- 
ers. to. present..their case.. Hon. N,. P, 
Frye, representing the town officers, said 
that the town had long contemplated and 
been anxious to improve this wet and 
low place. Et was dangerous, and al- 
though it would be quite expensive, yet 
the: work should be done and when ac- 
complished it would be of great public 
convenience and que e On account of 
the great expense to the town the Select- 
men desired him to ask if a portion of the 
outlay could not be bori by the county. 

Chairman Greene of the Selectmen said 
that the town had up to this point 
macadamized the road and after the pro; 
powathenaee would probably. complete 

t.- He was desirous that the count; 
should assist in the matter of defraying 
the expense. Mr. Daw agreed with Mr, 


Greene and thought it a case of publié 


necessity, stating that it.was a place 
‘where a number of accidents had hap- 
ened, Mr. A. P. Cheney. of the Road 
Dommtasloners thought the place needed 
fixing, as. in its present condition was 
very dangerous. It was a matter of great 
importance to the people who in general 
were interested in and proud of their 
streets. — . 
Chairman Bishop took occasion to com- 
mend the Road Commissioners for their 
promptness in conforming with directions 
and instructions given them heretofore. 
Chairman B. C. Smith of the Road Com- 
missioners strongty advised widening 
straightening and improving the street 
at the point named, and thought that b 
clearing, widening, deepenin and extend-

Nir. William Sutton consulted with the 
Commissioners and said the only ques- 
tion of damages would be from land 
taken from the dam easterly toward the 
tenement houses, and, for the grading of 
the roadway leading from the street to 
the mill, r. Sutton’s demands were 
thought very light, and the Commission- 
ers signified their willingness to allow 
twice the assessed value of the property 
taken in above the dam. Probably only 
a few feet will be required, however, at 
this point. - 

The Commissioners left instructions 
for Engineer Hale to‘ proceed and prepare 
plans of just what changes the town .of- 
ficers desired, with the estimated cost, of 
the entire work, and to submit the plans 
to them for consideration. 

The proposed change includes straight- 
ening the road from.a point near the fence 
of the Kelley property at Sutton's corner, 
easterly to an angle just above the dam, 
widening the street to a uniform width 
of about sixty feet between these points, 
and also raising the-grade of the hollow 
included, to about three and a half. or 
four feet.

Special Town Meeting. 


Rarely has more interest been. manifest 
in the choice of moderator for town meet- 
ing than that exhibited Wednesday after- 
noon, at the meeting called to order at 3 
o'clock, for the election of water commis- 
sioners, and to act upon business relative 
to the water question. Town Clerk 
Leitch called the meeting to order, and 
appointed John Morrissey and M.-H. 
Pulsifer ballot. clerks, Andrew Reeves, J. 
F. Bannon tellers, after which he.catled 
for votes for moderator. John P. 8. Ma- 
honey, Esq,, was the only candidate en- 
dorsed by a caucus, unless by a private 
affair, and of the 117 vetes cast received. 
73; Fp L. Weil, Esq., 43; Calvin Rea, 
1. Thanking the voters for the honor 
conferred, the moderator called for action 
upon Art. 2, ‘Tv choose three water com- 
missioners, to hold office until the expira- 
tion of one, two, and three yeurs, respec- 
tively, from the next succeeding annual 
meeting. Mr, James ‘I’, Johnson moved 
an adjournment, but was ruled out of, 
ion before the: 
house for consideration. The motion not

o Mr, Currier’s question for informa: 
tion regarding the duties of the Commis- 
sioners in ordet: to maintain-the-rights 
and privileges to the town, the moderator 
expressed the opinion that they were 
virtually provided for in the act accepted 
previously. ‘Lv his question. as to the. 
time the town had in which to construct 
the waterworks Selectman Greene stated 


Geo, L.. Weil, Esq,, called attention to 
the fact of a possible illegality of the 
meeting, on account of the polls being 
kept openafter sunset, The moderator, 
however, decided that. the section of the 
statute referred to applied only to state 
elections. Mr. Weil thought that in con- 
oy gd meéting a motion to adjourn 
would be proper in order to ascertain if 
the evening’s work was legal, 

During the interval of counting the 
votes, Rev. Charles Noyes suggested that 
the time be used in debate upon the water 
question in its various aspects. He in- 
quired if the town could afford to build a 
schoolhouse each year at a cost of $7,000, 
for a period of 20 years, Ifnot, how 
could it afford to. pay an equal amount in 
interest On bonds, He spoke upon the 
land damages, which had not even been 
considered at all in the report, and 
thought that the town could ill afford to 
incur any such debt, which would reach 
any where from $100,000 to $200,000. The 
uncertainty, also, of the corporations 
supplying their plants and tenants with 
with watey, and also the fact that many 
of the small householders who. would 
not agree to take the water would greatly 
increase the rate of those who did take it. 
The danger of losing the pond was not 
imminent, as the water necessary to sup- 
ply asmall town like this, would not low- 
er the surface one-quarter of an inch. 
He spoke upon the estimated receipts 
from water-works which were considered 
greatly exaggerated. |'He narrowed the 
problem down to a matter of dollars and 
did not think the enormous outlay in a 
small town of this:size would be warrant- 
ed for some years. He advised going 
slowly. 

Mr. Loring Farnhfam of Boston, was in- 

vited to speak, andas an engineer who 
drew the plans, spoke briefly in their de- 
fences He told upon what had based the 
estimates of material. The receipts were 
compared with those of other places, 
(whici perhaps accounts in a measure 
for the exaggeration, as North Andover 
is a-place peculiar to itself, and anlike 
any other place yet created, a fact which 
Mr. Faruham once knew, perhaps, but 
sinee ceasing to be a fellow townsman, 
has lost sight of in the rush and whirl of 
the Hub.) The low cost of material was 
dwelt upon, and be thought the work 
could bedone within the amount. esti- 
mated.” In regard to the qustion of. Mr.
